A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the 
date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Lightener ' US/3718906 .

lines 19-30 of Lightener. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicants disclosure. 

Hughes'US/3990710 and Ogaki et al . 1 US/4654799 teach the 
duplication of information onto another medium at a vending site. 
Lockwood 1 US/4567359 teaches dispensing information from a 
remotely located processor. Geddes 1 US/4647989 teacheaindicating 
and supplying money for a designated selection.
